Furthermore, 
the worke ur long and my tims'but ſhort; a the Poet ſaith, Tantum opec- 
rein magno fas eſt obreperefumnum, that ir, Ina great worke it 1 tole- 
rable to let paſſe diners errors which time and perufing might haue corre- 
fed; and therefore ſaith Horace 7 hi Arte Poetica, that a worke that us 
finiſhed, ſhould benine yeeres after in the Authors handsyo the intent he might 
blot out, adde to, alter and amend : And I want nine yeeres yet to come, before 
I ſhould thereof make an end, as thoſe that be well experienced in thee inde 
can beſt deeme. Yet ſome that preſume much, and can iudge little, haue affir 
med that a Dittionaricin a yeere might be gathered compleat enough : 1 an- 
ſwer, that in conceit it may ſobe, and'in much leſſe time. And herewithall it 
comes now to my minde, that ralking hereof witha Gentleman well read in the 
. Greeke, Latine, and -oulgar tongues, which entred into a worke, proteſting 
and vowing tome, that he thought when he began, it could by no meanes poſ- 

'fble hold him a moneths time, and fince that, he hath continually dwelt thereon 
almoſt this three yeeres, and thinkes he hath ſcarce halfe done. Before we be.

world) canflie ouer it. I confeſſe my ſelfe I was ſeduced by thu errour, til 
prattiſe brought me into the right path, and repentance ſcourged me for going 
aſtray : if be take not my word herein, which hae tried, how would he haue 
hrs taken which neuer proued ? I acknowledge theſe workes Abortiues, borne 
before their dur time into the world, which being ſo full of trouble and fick- 
neſſe, conſumed the fathers ſubſtance thereon, for Moulr deſpendre, rien 
gaigner N acquerir : fair homme en fin ſon pain querir.

meanes was made in great haſte that it was brought forth as you ſee, which if

mand firſt, becauſe he would haue double ſo much ; neither would the_ 
enuious, becauſe he could not abide ht fellow to doe ſo well : and being 
in thi confliet who ſhould atke firſt, knowing a demand nuſ} be made, 
the enuious demanded one of his owne eyes tobe pulled out. that the other 
might receiue double. The malitious are neuer ſad, but when ſome 
harme is happened to themſelues, or ſome good to another man : there- 
fore ſaith Antiſthenes, Inuidos tam ciuitati efie inuriles, quam lo- 
lium tritico, aut ignauum bello ; Enuious perſons as vnprofitable ins 
a citie, as darnell or cockle in the wheat, or a coward in the warre : 
they reſemble the cviper, which firſt gnawes out hu dams guts, after- 
wards ſtings and poiſons others ; or -muzled dogs, which when they 
cannot bite themſelues, they ſet others on,” and oftentimes like the Ser- 
pent Porphirius, who 7 fil of poiſon, but being toothleſſe hurteth'none 
but himſelf. But let them paſſe as they are, and proſper as they wiſh to 
others. Another ſort of people which are ſo-puffed vp with pride, and 
ſwollen with fat of fortune andriches, ſo metamorphoſed, and looking 
ſo proudly, as if they were borne to be Princes companions, and lifting 
their beads ſo high as if they had beene bred to looke no lower than ſtars, 
holdin beggerly and baſe account learning and Art, forgetting now as 
the Prieſt that ener he was Pariſh Clarke - yet as the peacocke wrapt in 
all the pride of his plumes, ts knowne to be but a dunghill bird by his 
foule feet ;, ſo though the high lookes, and coſtly ſuits, argue to the cies 
ofthe world, they were men of worſhip, yet the churliſhilliberalitie of 
their minds bewray, that fiſh that 1s bred in puddle will alwayes ſtinke 
of mud. Thy: ſort would thinke it a fantaſtical humour to honour greatly 
Grauers in ſtone,as Romulus did ; or Prieſts, ax Nama Pompilius

- But theſe letters are painfully purchaſed, why Petit ardua virrus z 
Difficilis virtutis via ; Difficilia que pulchra : Therefore Pythagoras-conn- 
ſelled his familiar friends that they ſhould chaſe out the beſt kinde of life, al- 
though the moſt difficult : and Saluſt faith, deckines pertaine to women, and 
trauels belong to men : and Seneca uffirmeth, that baſe is that honour which is got- 
ten with idleneſſe, which the Roman policy when it flouriſhed confirmed by an an- 
cient law daly kept, that enery father that had children of the age of ten yeares 
ſhould become ſurety for them, that they fhould not line idle, ercommit any exceſſe, 
which was ſo nearely looked onto , that they publtkely chaſtiſed Cato the Cen- 
ſors ſanne for a ſaucineſſe committed, and baniſhed a brother of good old Citia for 
lining idlie among them. None durſt preſume togoe into the ſtreets but hee carried 
ſome token in bis hand what kinde of life or ſtudie he followed, whichif in theſe 
times it were in force, how many ſtreet walkers wonld retire themſeluesto ſome 
wertuons ſtudies, But me thinke Theare ſome ſay, Ars longa & vita breuis, / an- 
ſwer them with the Thebane Philoſopher, which in the 55. Olympiade, came to the 
ſolemne ſports kept about the citie Olympia in honour of lupiter, who hadmade all 
the apparell he ware with his owne hands : bis ſhoves he had ſowed, his ſhirt he had 
wouen, bein demanded where he had learned ſo many mens arts, anſwered, 1n the 
beoinuing there was but one art at all, and that the ſloth of men had cauſed that one 
tobe dinided into many, and how eaecry particular man with. diligence and labour 
might obtaine to the knowledge of that that all men inpenerall had knowledee of. To 
this purpsſe Pythagoras ſaia, He thatknoweth not what he ought to know, is 
a brute beaſt among men #He that knoweth no more than he hath need of, is 
a man among brute beaſts : He thar knowerh all that may be knowne, is a 
God among men. $9 zany examples preſent themſelues, that rather time would 
faile than matter herein, and for that my caſe ſtanderh now rather to demand reme- 
die and not giue connſell, or togiue thaykes for good turnes receiued, and not pre- 
ſcribe precepts, Ithinke good briefly and plainly to fhew unto you how hauing found 
my ſelfe beholding to ſome of you whom 1 had read onto in the tonoaes, 1 thought 
nothing could better agree with my profeſſion as to ſhew my gratefall minde towards

But to begin with my Benefactors in this worke inor- 
der as they began with me in Grazes Inne, firſt Maſter William Willoughby, 
a Gentleman 45 vertuouſly minded and of as good cariage as the reſt : next Maſter 
Henry Bing,whoſe excellent learning, placed together with ſuch gentlemanlike con- 
ditions makes himbeloged among the Elders, and honoured among the younger ſort : 
after him Maſter Francis Barncham, and Mafter James Hewes, endued with 
exceeding good wits, aftd no leſſe good natures : I may nos forget the good 
worths of Maſter Robert Hill, and Maſter Cheeke, Gentlemen well [iuditd in the 
moſt commendable kindes of learning : Maſter Dauiſon of excellent learning, wit 
and vertues : Maſter 'Helmes and Maſter Gill, both for their good parts better 
knowne than I can heere ſet downe : Maſter Thomas Maſon,” and Maſter Tohn 
Roberts,adorned with ornaments of languages, to their other learning and vertues:

BY PLACES, 

The fourth is that which is now at this day commonly wſed and ſpoken thorow all 
Spaine,and is called Lengua vulgar,che mother tongue,otherwiſe Lengua Caſtelli- 
na,or Eſpanola, the Ca#ilian or Spaniſh tongue, principally vſedin Aragon, Anda- 
lucia, Murcia,Caſtilla, Nueua,and Veja, Leon: alſo in Portugall, although the Por- 
tuzall tongue haue ſuch difference in certaine words and pronunciations , that it may 
well be called a language by it ſelfe, euen as the Engliſh and Scottiſh, yet intruth, it is 
wot [0 ſeurred, but that they ſprang from one fountaine, and haue one deſcendence. 

This Lenguavulgar, or Spaniſh tongue, draweth his originall fromthe Latine or 
Roman, aud becauſe the Roman conquerours were mos politicke in proutding for the 
continuance of their eſtates and language to their poſteritie , by planting where they 
wo0n, * Colonies and garriſons; as alſo not permitting any ſtranger to the priuiledge 
of their lawes or freedame of their townes, to buy, ſell, or traffrque, but in the Roman 
or Latine tongue, as in Spaine they haue done : Therefore the Spaniſh retaineth ſtill 
to this day ſo much of the Latine tongue. And by reaſon of the Incurſion and onerrun- 
ning of ſo many ftrange nations, as the Atricans inhabiting about Carthage , called 
Carthaginians, Gothes, Huns, a»d Vandals , which ceaſed not till they had oner- 
runne the moſt part of Europe, yet ſo ſeiled themſelues in Andaluzia in Spaine, that 
they called it by their owne name Yandaluzia or Vandalia of Vandalles, as alſo
